ing an assemblage of 2r>0.000 Chris- 
tians tho city was leveled by an earth- 
quake so disastrous that cue building 
could not bo distinguished from an- 
other uiuon£ Ihe ruins. 


It was natural that a chalice of such 


great value and sanctity in the posses- 
sion 01' tue tirst Christum emperor 
would have beuu left by him iu the 
city where thu word Chiistum was first 
used and which was endeared to him 
by its associavions with St. Peter, St. 
Paul and other apostles who resided 
there. This chalice aud other treas- 
ures discovered at the. same excavation 
were removed to this country from 
1'iiris for greater safety at the out- 
break of the war. 


The chalice of the portraits can be 


dated with certainty to the second half 
of the first century A. V., says Dr. 
Gustavus A. Eisen, the archaeologist, 
who is now in this country and who 
has made a preliminary report upon It 
in the American Journal o£ Archaeol- 
ogy. 
It was found by Arabs digging n 


well in Antioeh on the Arontes, Syria. 
At the depth of. many meters they 
came upon 
underground chambers 


which contained tbe treasure. 


Chalice la In Three Parti. 


The chalice with the portraits is 


made in three parts. There" Is an inner 
bowl of plain silver, crudely made, 
with, a heavy outer casing of beautiful 
sculptured -work in which, woven in 
witli a design of vine leaves and 
grapes, are tho portraits of Christ and 
the disciples. The whole is supported 
on a ehort. slender storn and narrow 
foot disk turned out on a lathe from a 
solid block of silver. On the lower part 
of tho bowl of tbe chalice is a cluster 
of lotus leaves. 


The body of the chalice, while beau- 


tiful in form, is crudely made, ham- 
mered from a thick slaeet of silver, tho 
edge turned rudely back without at- 
tempt at ornamentation or smooth fin- 
ish. It was not the property of the 
rich. The fact of its prcservtiuon and 
the beautiful sculptured work, added 
to it later, with the portraits of Christ 
and the di.'-ciplcs upon it. makes It evi- 
dent that it was in some way closely 
nilied to them. 
| 


The sculptured work is Greek, that j 


of an artist, Dr. Eisen believes, ami I 
tho individuality shown in the faces j 
makes it certain that they were taken 
from life or from portraits of which 
those In wax of the period wero excel- 
lent. The reason for there being only 
ten of the apostles shown is possibly, 
it is said, because the artist was famil- 
iar wil.h the faces of of only that num- 
ber or had seen only thut number of 
portraits. 


"Such individuality cannot be the re- 


sult of accident.'' soys Dr. Eisen, "and 
it ia the first time that it has been 
shown in early Christian art." 


Thoro are two groups of figures, one 


on either side of the chalice, each con- 
taining a central Dgure, with five apos- 
tles facing it. One. ligurc of the mature 
Cbrift is in the more prominent of the 
rwo groups. 


Symbolical Figures In Design. 


Many of the apostles hold scrolls in 


ihi'ir hands, ono boid^tt purse and one 
a han.lle that mny bo'tbat of a sword. 
Doves, snails, n rabbit, a Innrcruy and 
a grasshopper are among the animals 
shown. There is a band or fifty-seven 
rosettes at the top of thu chalice, o* 
about cQual size, and at one point is a 
star such os was seen en prp-Iloiuau 
Antiofh coins. The rosette:!, which are 
noticeably crowded, may have refer- 
ence- to the year, It is thought. 


The chalice Is nineteen centimeters 


high and the top of the bowl eighteen 
centimeters.

c-hallce was taken from Syria. It was 
a year and n half before this could be 
accomplished.

known that a great treasure had been 
discovered, and residences and offices 
were searched for It, and it waa only 
by concealing it In a convent that It 
was preserved and finally removed.
